GENERAL  INFORMATION 


LECTURE  ROOMS  AND  LABORATORIES 

The  Department  of  University  Extension  is  on  the  second  floor  of  Simcoe  Hall, 
which  is  just  west  of  Convocation  Hall.  Inquiries  regarding  the  Summer  Session  should 
be  made  at  Room  225.  The  Economics  Building  is  at  273  Bloor  Street  West,  just  west 
of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  at  Avenue  Road  and  Bloor  Street.  Room  151  in  this 
building  is  on  the  first  floor;  the  other  rooms  mentioned  in.  the  time-table  are  on  the 
third  floor.  The  Mining  Building  is  on  College  Street  opposite  McCaul  Street.  The 
Physics  Building  is  south  of  Convocation  Hall  and  Room  18  is  in  the  south  wing  of  the 
building.  Teefy  Hall,  St.  Michael’s  College,  is  on  the  east  crescent  of  Queen’s  Park  at 
St.  Joseph  Street. 


RESIDENCE  ACCOMMODATION 

Women  may  have  rooms,  but  not  board,  at  Whitney  Hall,  St.  George  Street  and 
Hoskin  Avenue,  (Apply,  Dean  of  Women,  University  College)  and  at  St.  Hilda’s  College, 
Devonshire  Place,  (Apply,  the  Bursar,  Trinity  College)  for  five  dollars  per  week,  per 
person.  The  rates  at  Whitney  Hall  may  be  somewhat  higher. 

There  may  be  accommodation  for  men  at  Trinity  College,  Hoskin  Avenue,  at  five 
dollars  for  a room  without  board.  (Reservation  is  made  with  the  Bursar,  Trinity  Col- 
lege.) Meals  are  obtainable  at  several  restaurants  near  the  University. 

The  Campus  Co-operative  Residences  offer  accommodation,  which  includes  room  and 
two  or  three  meals  a day,  to  both  men  and  women  at  moderate  rates.  The  women’s 
house  is  located  at  242  Huron  Street  and  the  men’s  house  at  24  Willcocks  Street.  Appli- 
cations by  mail  or  in  person  should  be  made  to  the  General  Manager,  C.C.R.,  24  Will- 
cocks  Street,  Toronto.  Rates  for  single  room  for  a week  and  meals  from  Monday  morning 
until  Saturday  noon,  i.e.,  seventeen  meals,  are  ten  dollars. 

Reservations  should  be  made  by  June  1st,  at  the  latest,  and  a deposit 
of  at  least  five  dollars  should  be  made  at  time  of  application. 


LIBRARY  AND  TEXT  BOOKS 

Students  are  entitled  to  use  the  University  Library  and  Reading  Rooms.  They  may 
also  use  the  Toronto  Reference  Library  at  St.  George  and  College  Streets. 

Text  books,  essay  paper,  and  other  supplies  are  obtainable  at  the  Students  Book 
Department,  University  Press,  which  is  south-west  of  the  Physics  Building. 


REDUCED  RAILWAY  FARES 

Students  travelling  from  stations  in  Canada  may  purchase  a one-way  ticket  from  their 
local  agents  and  at  the  same  time  obtain  a “Standard  Certificate”.  If  this  certificate  is 
signed  by  the  Director  or  the  Associate  Director  of  the  Department  of  University  Exten- 
sion, it  will  entitle  the  student  to  purchase  (not  later  than  three  days  after  the  close  of  the 
session  or  after  the  writing  of  the  last  August  examination)  a ticket  for  one-third  of  the 
regular  one-way  fare.  These  tickets  will  be  valid  for  thirty  days  from  the  closing  date  of 
the  Summer  Session.

Applications  for  the  Summer  Session  are  acceptable  from  the  1st  of  May  and  must 
be  in  not  later  than  June  15th.  Tuition  and  Examination  fees  may  accompany  each 
application  form.  Examination  fees  are  payable  on  or  before  July  15th  and  all  other 
fees  must  be  paid  before  Saturday  of  the  first  week  of  the  Session.  There 
will  be  a penalty  fee  of  one  dollar  if  application  for  the  August  Examinations  is  made 
after  July  15th.  An  admit-to-lecture  card  will  be  issued  to  each  student  whose  appli- 
cation is  approved  and  whose  fees  are  paid. 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  PASS  COURSE  FOR  TEACHERS 

Applicants  for  the  Summer  Session  should  pay  particular  attention  to  sections 
2,  6,  8,  13,  17',  and  20  of  the  regulations  governing  the  Pass  Course  for  Teachers,  as 
outlined  in  the  Syllabus  on  that  Course  issued  by  the  Department  of  University  Exten- 
sion. 

REGULAR  AND  OCCASIONAL  STUDENTS 

Applicants  who  are  not  already  registered  in  the  Pass  Course  for  PTachcrs  should 
send  in,  filled  out  in  duplicate,  the  Application  Form  for  admission  to  the  University 
(which  is  obtainable  from  the  Extension  Department)  and  all  their  IMiddle  School  and 
Upper  School  Departmental  Certificates,  as  well  as  a certificate  of  successful  vaccination. 
Anyone  who  has  not  the  entrance  requirements  is  regarded  as  an  “Occasional  Student’' 
not  proceeding  to  the  B.A.  degree  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Students  may  take 
subjects  at  the  Summer  Session  for  credit  at  other  universities  but  it  is  entirely  the  respon- 
sibility of  such  students  to  arrange  with  those  universities  for  the  desired  credit.  Occa- 
sional students  are  required  to  submit  a certificate  of  successful  vaccination 
before  attending  lectures. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The  August  Examinations  in  Pass  Arts  subjects  will  begin  about  the  14th  and  continue 
for  approximately  a week.  Api)lication  for  these  examinations  should  be  made  at  time  of 
application  for  Summer  Session.  Notifications  of  cancellation  of  application  should  be 
made  not  later  than  August  1st  and  in  such  cases  the  i-xamination  fees  will  1k>  carried 
forward  as  a credit  or  refunded.  ('Phc  fee  for  rewriting  a subject,  called  a Supplemental 
Examination,  is  Five  Dollars.
